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Houses for Edmonton 


Mayor Fry and Commissioner Hodgson 
did not get all they went after at Ottawa, 
but they did get a substantial concession 
toward the betterment of living conditions 
in Edmonton. Wartime Housing Ltd. is 
to build 200 houses in the city, and prior- 
ities are to be arranged so that private par- 
ties can also build. 

Last year private investors erected 479 
houses in Edmonton. If they do as well 
this year, housing will be increased by up- 
wards of 700 new homes and a long stride 
taken toward overcoming the shortage of 
accommodation. That private building will 
be again active, within priority limits and 
the number of builders available, is to be 
supposed. There is no danger whatever 
that the 200 houses to be put up by War- 
time Housing might glut the market and 
make further house-building unprofitable. 

Having regard to the future, it is very 
desirable that private building shall be as 
active this year as last, or as material sup- 
plies and available builders will permit. If 
Edmonton people thus show that there is 
pressing need of more houses, the Govern- 
ment can with reason be called on to sanc- 
tion more building by Wartime Housing 
and the further extension of priorities. 
Self-help is the strongest argument for 
outside help.

Not Stalled by Any Means 


Starting with the new fiscal year, 
April 1st, motorists in Canada will have to 
get along with less gasoline, as they have 
expected. But mot with as much less as 
predicted in some quarters. All commer- 
cial vehicles, including farm trucks, are to 
come under the rationing regulations. 
Non-commercial drivers will all be placed 
in “AA” category, entitling each to not 
more than 120 gallons per year. No more 
gasoline will be procurable for a heavy 
passenger car than for a ligkt one. Cars 
and trucks must carry windshield stickers 
showing the categories to which they be- 
long. , 

The coupon value of 3 gallons is not to 
be reduced. A driver may use up his quota 
as early in the year as he pleases, but can- 
not get more when his coupons are gone. 
The allowances for commercial vehicles 
have been calculated on the basis of legit- 
imate use, joy-riding barred. “AA” drivers 
can get extra supplies only by showing 
that these are required for actual ‘‘voca- 
tional needs”. 

Obviously the gasoline situation is ‘‘no 
better,” and does not promise to become 
better. It is calculated that some mil- 
lions of gallons will be retained for war 
and industrial use by these tightened re- 
Strictions, and that is the object in view. 

The “AA” motorist—and this is the 
category in which the pleasure driver falls 
—will be able to do 2,160 miles in the year 
if his car can make 18 miles to the gallon 
That is 2,160 miles farther than a pleasure 
driver in the New England States will be 
able to travel, unless the ban there is lift- 
ed. It is nearly one-eleventh the distance 
around the earth. 


Evidence of Loyalty 


The regulations under which foreigners 
residing in Canada may attain citizenship 
Standing have been changed. Any who 
have entered the country within the last 
five years may take the first step toward 
this change of allegiance by immediately 
filing declarations of their intention to 
apply for naturalization. New-comers may 
do this at once. Those who have been in 
Canada five years or more will be dealt 
with under the old regulations provided 
they apply for naturalzation within the 
present year. Otherwise they too will have 
to file notice of intention and wait another 
year before further action is taken. 

Whatever may be the particular rea- 
sons for the change, foreign-born residents 
of enemy origin will be well advised to 
make use of the opportunity declare 
their intentions to become naturalized 
without delay. In so doing they will do all 
that is within their power to protect them 
selves against unjust suspicion, and social! 
ostracism or official action which might 
result. 

For this reason. A Canadian citizen is 
subject to more severe punishment than an 
alien resident for offen against the 
State. Thus what counted sabotage on 
the part of an alien is treason on the part 
of a citizen. The alien can be interned or 
deported. The citizen can be sent t 
and in some circumstances hang 

People of enemy origin who laré 
their intention to put themselves under the 
heavier responf#ibilities and harsher pen- 
alties of citizenship can give no better 
evidence 
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that they are and intend to 
loyal to the country and obedient to 
laws.

The U-boat menace, Mr. Churchill told 
the House of Commons, was the first sub- 
ject for consideration at Casablanca. For 
the obvious reason that British and United 
States troops and supplies have to be car- 
ried by sea, on short or long voyages, w

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every theatre of war. And the submarine 
is the very real and formidable weapon 
upon which Hitler and Mussolini rely main- 
ly, and Japan largely, to prevent these 
forces getting into the field and these sup- 
plies reaching Allied ports. 

The Prime Minister did not dispute the 
terrible efficiency of this enemy weapon, 
and confirmed the reports that Germany 
has been building submarines at record 
speed, even at the cost of slowing down 
some other lines of production. But he 
had a good deal to Say on the other side 
as to the prospects of countering this 
weapon and maintaining oversea offen- 
sives in spite of it. The Allies, he said, are 
holding their own and more than holding 
their own in the race to build ships faster 
than the U-boats sink them. In the last six 
months, British, United States and Cana- 
dian yards had launched 1,250,000 tons 
more shipping than had been destroyed. 

‘Still more encouraging is the statement 
that over the last two months our mer- 
chant-ship losses are the lowest sustain- 
ed for more than a year. And on the 
same side of the account, if more Nazi 
U-boats are being built more are being 
sunk. From January to October the rate 
of submarine killing was the best so far 
in the war, but from November to the 
present they have been destroyed fifty per 
cent faster. 

This does not suggest any actual dim- 
inution of the U-boat menace. The enemy 
has more of them at sea than he ever had 
before. That they will find more victims 
among the larger number of Allied ships 
afloat next summer than they are Secur- 
ing in winter conditions is very possible. 
But the prediction seems reasonable that 
“we shall be definitely better off as far as 
shipping is concerned at the end of 1943 
than we are now.” J 

Mussolini’s newspaper has changed its 
motto from “We will win” to “They will 
not win’. It never admitted more in fewer 
words. The high anticipations of victory 
have wilted down into a hope of escaping 
defeat. ‘
